New- Variety, “Laurel,”’ Valuable to Livestock and Poul- 
try Farmers—Being Grown in Manitoba 
.and Saskatchewan _ 


M. J. Tinline, Superintendent, 
Dominion Experimental Farm, Bran- 
don, Man., has the following to say 
on hulless oats: While oats without 
hulls have been grown in Canada for 
quite a number of years, their use 
has not spread, due first to the scarc- 
ity of seeds, second to their suscept- 
ibility to smut, and third for the 
reason that a few oats with hulls have 
been found in almost every sample. 
,For some years now hullless oats 
have beeen grown on the Experimen- 
tal Farm, at Brandon, to provide feed 
for the manufacture of chick mashes, 

. ealf feeds, and for starting pigs. 

Some of the difficulties that were 
experienced in the early years have 
been overcome and a limited supply 


of hulless oats is now available at a. 


number of points in Manitoba. They 
are also grown in Ontario, particu- 
larly in Haldimand county. The ord- 
inary treatment with :formalin for 
for smut caused serious mjury to the 
germination of hulless oats and since 
these oats are particularly susceptible 
to this disease, treatment was necess- 
ary, with the result that many stands 
of hulless oats were thin, due to fail- 
ure of some of the _ treated 
seed to germinate. An recent years, it 
-has been found that-sthut in hulless 
oats can be completely controlled by 
the use of two ounces of copper car- 
bonate per bushel. This is an inex- 
pensive and effective treatment. The 
third difficulty that was formerly 
encountered namely the presence of 
ordinary hulled oats in the hulless 
variety can also be controlled by the 
very simple process of “floating off” 
any oats that carry the hull in the 
seed grain. This also affords an op- 
portunity to reftove any wild oats. 

Some years ago a new variety of 
hulless oats, Laurel, was introduced by 
the Central Experimental Farm. As 
hulless oats gave promise of being of 
considerable value to live stock men 
and to the poultry industry, these 
oats were multiplied on the Brandon 
Experimental Farm, and in the spring 
of 1932 seed of these oats was sent 
to twelve farmers in different dis- 
tricts in Manitoba. The surplus stock 
of these oats was sold to a few seed 
growers in Manitoba and Saskatch-

ewan, who had written in for a supply. 

The yields from quite a number ¢f 
tests have been compiled and these 
show that the Laurel oats will run 
from about 25 to 30 per cent hull, it 
really means that from a feed stand- 
point, they yield about equal to Ban- 
ner. The Laurel oat has a shorter, 
stiffer straw than Banner and ma- 
tures a few days earlier. It is quite 
susceptible to rust and for this reason 
should not be sown late in the season, 
and it is not likely that hulless oats 
would do well on light, poorly tilled 
soil, nor will they compete as vigor- 
ously with the weeds as do some of 
the taller growing varieties such as 
Banner. The farmer who grows these 
hulless oats and gives them reason- 
able care, will find that they will yield 
within 30 per cent of the ordinary 
oats and that they will make good 
feed for young animals, during the 
citical period when feed is low in fibre 
and high in protein are necesssary, 
and in addition they make excellent 
oatmeal for household use.

Practice of Leaving Machinery Out in Open Too Common 
—Manitoba Agrarians Find it Pays 
Store Machines 


The care of farm machinery is éx- 
plained in the following article by D. 


A. Brown_af the Dominion Experi- 
randon, Manitoba; 


and higher prices have combined to 
increase very considerably the aver- 
age farm investment in machinery in 
recent years. It was estimated in 1929 
that the average Manitoba farm had. 
nearly $2,000 worth of implements on 
‘vhich the annual charge for. depre- 
ciation and repairing alone,’amonts to 
$460.00 An investment as costly as 
this, to be profitable, requires that 
machinery should not only operate 
éfficiently but that the life of use- 
fulness should be as long as possible. 
This cannot be expected unless good 
care is given. - ; ee 


The seventeen Illustration. Stations 
in Manitoba and Eastern Saskatch- 
ewan, under the supervision of the 
Dominion Experimental Farms, are a 
Aource for useful data relative to the 
cost of operation, the life period, and, 
the influence of care on machinery. 
The majority of operators on’ these | 
stations agree there are two main,| 
essentials contributing towards the | 
profitable use of a machine, (a) dur- | 
ability of build (b) the care given. 
As to what care should be accorded 
a machine there is, however, a. dif- 
frence of opinion. It is generally con- | 
ceded that proper lubrication and 
prompt repairing are necessary, but, 
as to housing some do not think it 
pays to build a shed for machinery, 
while others consider the implement 
shed a very valuable part of the farm 
equipment, 


Granting that the importance of 
timely and thorough lubrication is 
fully recognized, and, that unless 
breakages are promptly repaired, 
they often lead to a~disastrous end, 
the more debatable point of shelter 
for machinery will be discussed. 


It is far too common a practice on 
prairie farms to leave. a machine in 
the field where it was last used until 
it again to-be put into action. A high 
priced seed driill may be seen ‘in a 
field at harvest, time being cut around 

left in a smother of grain and 


weeds. A binder may sit along a fence 
row to‘decay throughout its lonf sea- 
son of long inactivity while other 
implements of lesser or even greater 
importance find resting places which 
are far from suitable to their pre- 
servation. The best and most profit- 
able place for such machihery is not 


even in carefully placed rows. in the. . 


corner of the farmyard but in a suit- 
able shed which need not cost much 


.| to-erect. 


' This is the opinion of a large num- 
ber of Manitoba farmers who have 
implement sheds and who carefully 
btore their machinery in them. for the 
long winter season, and who take’ a 
pride in keeping machinery thus 
stored in good shape. In fact, care 
‘of machinery and good farming go 
hand in hand for it is generally ob- 
served that the man who takes a 
pride in keeping his implements in 
good shape, in maintaining a_ tidy 
yard and farm by placing these imp- 
lements in a shed especially for the 


thourough in all his work. He knows 
that tools in poor Shape cannot do 
good work and that the results of 
‘ 


winter, is a farmer who is neat and|’ 


inefficient work are decreased cash 


returns. 


Another factor usually overlooked, 
but, which effects materially the care 
given.machinery,.is-the cost of main- 
tainance and operation. Machinery 
accounts are so infrequently hent that 
farmers have little idea how expen- 
sive it is to operate a machine. So 
high are the running expenses for 
many of our recently introduced large 
machines that if accounts were kept 
showing this, there would be a 
greater incentive to take particular 
care ‘both. while the machine is in 
operation and while it is idle. During 
the last two years the Division of 
Illustration Stations, Brandon Ex- 
perimental Farm, sent out question- 
naires to 200 farmers relative to the 
operation of harvester ‘ threshers. 
None of the replies carried complete 
cost of operating data while only 20 
per cent were able to give any of 
this data at all. 


These days when it is so essential 


to lower the cost of production, chief- |. 


ly by the use of labour saving ma- 
chinery, it is very necessary indeed 
to know what it costs to operate a 
machine and to give such careful at- 
tention as will insure for it a longer 
and more profitable life.
